Kest West, Fla., May 6.—(United 
News.)—In the first statement given 
out since his arrest in Chicago sev- 
eral weeks ago, M. Alfred Michael- 
son, dry congressman, today told the 
United News in an exclusive inter- 
view that political persecution was 
back of his indictment on charges of 
violating the natienalt prohibition 
laws. 


Scheduled to go on trial in United 
States district court today on charges 
of having smuggled intoxicating liq- 
uors in his lugguge from Cuba, Con- 
gressman Michaelson’s case was re- 
set today for 2 p. m. tomorrow due 
to the death of the father of his chief 
counsel, Henry H, Taylor, of Miami. 

Denying that he owned the trunk 
in which the liquor is alleged to have 
been found, Michaelson declared that 
a Chicago newspaper which he had 
fought, and which had connections in 
Florida, was responsible for his ar- 
rest. 

“I passed through Key West on the 
second day of January, 1928,” ne 
said, “and it was not until June, 
five months later, that the informa- 
tion was filed against me. If there 
had been any law violation, why were 
not charges preferred sooner?’ 

Motions to quesh the indictment 
will be presented tomorrow when th 
case is called, Taylor said. He said 
that his client was the victim of a 
huge mistake, or else had been framed. 

Associated with Taylor in the case 
are Lancelot Lester and Arthur Go- 
mez, of Key West. William Hughes, 
recently appointed district attorney, 
will be assisted by N. J. Williams, 
assistant to the attorney-general. Wil- 
Jiams handled the government’s recent 
prohibition case against Texas 
Guinan.

FRENCH, BELGIANS 
TO DECIDE FATE OF 
REPARATION MEET 


British, Italian, Japanese, 


German Delegations Fa- 
vor Proposal Made by 
Young. 


Paris, May 6.—(#)—The British, 
Italian, Japanese and German delega- 
tions to the second Dawes committee 
were lined up tonight in favor of the 
proposal of Owen D. Young for the 
final settlement of the German rep- 
arations problem. 

The French and the Belgians .are 
withholding their final decision until 
they have made careful study of the 


‘figures and have had some light on 
| the 


conditions involved. 

Thomas W. Lamont tonight ex- 
pressed the impression of expert cir- 
cles as to the chances of success for 
Mr. Young's compromise measure in 
these terms: 

Declsion Uncertain. 

“Tt would be foolish to minimize 

the importance of Saturday's develop- 


ment and it weuld be rash to count 
on it as assuring final agreement.” 

Although an agreement was regard- 
ed tonight as dependent upon the at- 
titude of the French and Belgian ex- 
perts, it is understood that British 
adherence to the project was made 
under conditions. Great Britain in- 
sisted that there should be no change 
in the percentage fixed at Spa, Ger- 
many, just after the war for the dis- 
tribution of reparations among the 


creditors, granting 52 per cent to 


Great Britain, 10 per cent to Italy, 8 


the other creditors in small items. 

This attitude seems to point to fur- 
ther difficult negotiations between 
the creditor nations even if the 
French and Belgians are willing to 
accept Mr. Young's figures. 

It is pointed out tonight that the 
allies have not yet agreed as to which 
shonld make the necessary sacrifices 
to bring their claims down to the 
figures presented by the creditors to 
the conference, The difficulty of com- 
ing to an accord on this point now 
becomes more onerous since under the 
proposed compromise a further con- 
siderable cut in the‘ total payable by 
Germany must be consented to. 


Private Talks. 


The new situation will be the object 
of private talks tomorrow morning 
which will lead to a meeting of the 
experts from the creditor nations. 
Then, if they come to an agreement, 
a plenary session will be ealled in 
which final details will be arranged. 

Mr. Young's proposal is meeting 
with little favor in the French press.

First steps looking towards flota- 
tion of another bond issue for public 
improvements were taken Monday by 
city council, when that body voted 
unanimously to request the finance 
committee to prepare a schedule of 
contemplated improvements on which 
citizens will be requested to ballot as 
early this year as is feasible. 

Action of council was based on a 
resolution offered by Councilman 
Howard C. McCutcheon, of the second 
ward, and followed presentation of the 
measure which carried no_ specific 
amount, 

In offering the paper, Mr. Mce- 
Cutcheon declared he was informed 
that many improvements are urgent- 
ly needed and that they can be pro- 
vided only by issuance of bonds. 

Mr. McCutcheon at first had an- 
nounced that he would ask for $5,000,- 
000, but decided in presenting the 
measure to leave the amount to the 
discretion of the finance committee. 

The measure was referred to the 
finance committee for a “public hear- 
ing’ at which claims of various de- 
partments will be submitted. Fol- 
lowing the hearings, the commitiee, 
headed by Councilman Wiley L. 
Moore, of the seventh ward, will pre- 
pare the list ef allocations and sub- 
mit them to city council for con- 
sideration. 

Progressives of council hailed the 


move as a constructive one designed 
to obtain urgently needed projects and 
to keep Atlanta in the forefront of 
southern cities. 

They pointed out that a bond issue 
is the only way by which several bad- 
ly-needed improvements can be -eb- 
tained. 

Although the paper failed to stipu- 
late any specific amount as a total 
of the issue or any specific allocation, 
it was certain that provisions will 
be made for several projects which 
have been agitated for the past sev- 
eral months. 

Proponents of a. bond issue have 
advocated school bonds, funds for con- 
struction of a new fire and police 
headquarters, erection of a_viaduet 
extending from Forsyth street at 
Alabama across the Spring street via- 
duct to Elliott street; renovation and 
modernization of Grady hospital and 
other projects of urgent necessity.

The 
quarantine was established in the fight 
now being waged to eradicate the 
“nhony” peach disease in Georgia. 

The quarantine is a co-operative 
one and is part of a program agreed 
upon by- officials of the state depart- 
ment of entomology and by federal of- 
ficers.

QUARANTINE ORDERED

Committee To Be Named 
With Instructions To 
Aid in Making Candler 
Field Best in Country. 


Definite and systematic program 
for expansion and improvement of 
Candler field, with a view to making 
it one of the nation’s outstanding air- 
ports, was projected Monday with an- 
nouncement by C. F. Dieter, president 
of the reorganized .local chapter of 
the National Aeronautic Association, 
that an airport committee would be 
formed, to co-operate. with -eity and 
county 6fficials in every possible way, 
while Ellis Barrett, chairman of the, 
aviation committee of city council, 
stated that he was working for the 
“best airport in the country” and that 
any assistance from the N. A. A. 
committee would be more than ac- 
ceptable to him and his associates. 

The first suggestion of such a plan 
was made by George H. Prudden al 
a meeting at the Ansley hotel Mon- 
day afternoon in the interests of the 
Atlanta N. A. A, chapter, which was 
attended by approximately 75 avia- 
tion enthusiasts. He recommehded 


that some steps be taken to formulate 
a definite expansion program. 

Mr. Dieter then announced that a 
meeting of officers and the board of 
directors of the local organization 
would be held May 15 and that at 
this time the committee probably 
would be appointed. Its function, he 
explained, weuld be to co-operate in 
every possible way with city and 
county officials and to lend its 4us- 
sistance to every plan looking toward 
improvement of Candler field. 

‘the meeting Monday was one of the 
largest and most enthusiastic gather- 
ings of people interested in aviation 
in Atlanta’s history. Nearly every 
aviation interest in the city was 
represented. 

Following reorganization of the 
local N, A. A. chapter last week, 
steps were taken immediately to com- 
pile a list of all people in the city 
who are in any way connected with 
or interested in aviation, Invitations 
were sent out to all names on this 
list and the meeting Monday was the 
result, 

Included among those present 
the meeting Mouday were W. 
Hartsfield, former chairman of the 
aviation committee of city ceuncil; 
Gregory C, Bowden, chairman of the 
aviation committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce; Henderson Hallman, gov- 
ernor for Georgia of the N. A. A.; 
Captain Stanford Moses, chairman of 
the aviation committee of the Atlanta 
foreign Trade Club and chairman of 
the membership committee of the loca! 
N. A. A. chapter; Dr. M. Lorenz, new 
f;erman consul to Atlanta and himself 
a former pilot; Lieutenant Donald 
Leatty. chief pilot of the South Amer- 
ican trade extension flight, who flew 
here from Birmingham for the meet- 
ing: George H. Prudden and Edwin 
Whitehead, of the Atlanta Aircraft 
Corporation, and many others. 

It was announced by Mr. Dieter. 
who presided, that regular meetings of 
the chapter would be held the first 
and third Mondays of every month. 
All present were urged to attend and 
bring friends with them, it being ex- 
pressiy pointed out that it is not 
necessary to be a pilot to join the 
association.

F. Sinclair, multi-millionaire oil mag- 
nate, whe arrived here secretly by 
automobile from New York and en- 
tered the jail, unceremoniously, to be- 
gin the 90-day sentence for contempt 
of the senate. 

He spent the first of the 90 nights 
in one of the prison dormitories. He 
may spend the other nights there, for 
it is the dormitory used by prisoners 
employed in the jail office, and the 


foil multi-millionaire may be assigned 


to this work. How he will serve 
his time will be determined tomorrow. 
Magnate Awaited. ~ 

Sinclair had been awaited at tha 
prison since Justice Hitz issued the 
order this afternoon for his com- 
mitment, the final legal step. 

He appeared, suddenly, out 
rainy, murky night. The big auto- 
mobile in which’he had driven from 
New .York with his brether, A. W. 
Sinclair, and G. KB. Stanford, coun- 
s¢] of his oil companies, rolled up te 
the jail entrance at 8:45 tonight. 

The chauffeur stepped out first, 
opening the door, and Sinelair, his 
brother and his lawyer then got out. 
The chauffeur took the multi-millioa- 
aires bags and walked to the door 
of the jail, as if entering a hotel. 

Millionaire Halts. 

But the step of the multi-million- 
aire was not springy as he walked 
tonight the last few steps of a trial 
that began seven years and a month 
ago with the signing of the lease 
to the Teapot Dome naval oil reserve 
in Wyoming by former Secretary of 
the Interior Albert B. Fall, wound 
through a sensational senate investi- 
gation and a court trial at which he 
was acquitted, only to take an ad- 
verse turn when he refused to an- 
swer questions propounded by a Unit- 
ed States senator. 

It was the refusal to answer these 
questions that brought him to the jail 
tonight. 

There was no trace on the oil mag- 
nates face of the slow smile which 
had been seen of old. He wore a 
serious expression. 

Sinclair's brother and his lawyer 
preceded him up the walk. He

Orlando, Fla., May 6.—(4)—Chem- 
ical gas warfare may be resorted to 
in an effort to eradicate the Medi- 
terranean fruit fly in infested areas 
of Florida, officials of the govern- 
ment laboratory here said today. 

Dr. A. C, Baker, government chem- 
ist and entomologist at the laboratory, 
said he was experimenting with va- 
rious kinds of gasses and other means 
of eradicating the fruit fly, but re- 
fused to divulge what progress he was 
making or make any announcement as 
to whether gas warfare actually would 
be waged against the pest. 

He said any announcement would 
have to be made by members of the 
state plant board, which is assisting 
government workers in the fight 
against the fly. None of the board 
members, however, would make any 
comment as to whether or not gas 
would be used. 

A. C. Brown, assistant to Dr. Wil- 
mon Newell, plant board commission- 
er, said chemists were working on sev- 
eral experiments with gas and that 
if one was found that proved prac- 
ticable such means of extermination 
of the pest may be resorted to.

Applications for nursery inspection 
are required to be filed with the plant 
quarantine and control administration 
prior to July 1, and, except for 1929, 
at least one year preceding the pro- 
nosed date of shipment. Shippers may 
obtain copies of the quarantine regu- 
lations without charge by addressing 
the plant quarantine and control ad- 
ministration here. 

Senators Surprised. 

Both Senator William J. Harris 
and Senator Walter F. George, of 
Georgia, expressed surprise tonight 
when informed of the federal order, 
declaring they had no knowledge of 
the department’s plans.

except at one point in Alabama. 

An eradication campaign in the in- 
fected area is being undertaken by the 
federal and state departments of ag- 
riculture, and the nature of the in- 
fection is such that this plan offers 
great promise of success, department

other shoal of tight money today. The 
market headed upward during the 
morning, but developed increasing 
heaviness as call money renewed at 
10 per cent, and was stepped up to 
12 and then to 14 during the after- 
noon. 

Liquidation, however, was held to a 
moderate volume, trading slowing up 
on the decline, and total sales fell 
under 4,000,000 shares. The Associated 
Press price indices indicated that the 
day’s losses little more than canceled 
Saturday’s gains. 

The flurry in call money came as 
a complete surprise to most traders, 
as credit had generally been expected 
to improve somewhat this week, with 
the month-end settlements out of the 
way. Calling of loans was nominal, 
indicating that the money market re- 
mains hypersensitive. 

There appeared no other occasion 
for the flurry than the midweekly 
settlement of member bank balances 
at the federal reserve. Some: funds 
were believed to have been withdrawn 
by western interests with the increase 
of the Kansas City Reserve bank’s 
rediscount rate from 41-2 to 5 per 
cent, but such withdrawals were un- 
derstood to have been small. 

There was little In the day's news 
to influence the market. A few more 
favorable earnings statements drifted 
in, W illys Overland reported 50 cents 
a share in fhe first quarter against 
45 cents a year ago. It was estimated 
in steel trade circles that the U. S. 
Steel report of unfilled orders as of 
April 30 will show another gain, de- 
spite capacity operations during the 
month. 

The oil stocks as a group were well 
supported, with further talk of merg- 
ers and optimistic earnings estimates. 


It was reported that the industry is 
considering a new code of ethics which 
will tend to eliminate price-cutting 
wars and wasteful practices. Atlantic 
Refining reached a new top at 71. 
Earnings for the first quarter were 
reported at $1.77, and those for April 
alone at $1. Standards of New Jer- 
sey and California both reached new 
highs in small gains.

Electric Auto Lite sold near its 
record price on an estimate by the 
management that its earnings will ap- 
proximate $15 a share this year, and 
that it will realize a like amount from 
its holdings of Bendix Aviation. To- 
bacco stocks failed to respend to talk 
of higher cigaret prices and ending 
of the price- cutting war.

Some of the high-priced issues broke 
sharply. Adams Express tumbled 50 
points to 680, and Case Threshing 16 
points. Advance Rumely issues sag- 
ged still further, the common losing 
6 and the preferred 7 points.

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Rebel Leader, Well Provided 
With Funds, To Stay 
in U. S. 


El Paso, Texas, May 6.—(?)— 
General Jose Gonzalo Escobar, com- 
mander-in-chief of the ill-fated Mex- 
ican revolutionary army, flew across 
the border into the United States 
Thursday, with former Governor To- 
pete, of Sonora, and conferred with 
Governor Rodriguez, of Baja, Cali- 
fornia, at a ranch near Gila Bend, 
Ariz., Saturday, it was learned today. 

Join CC. Uhrilaub, a California 
rancher, who met Escobar after he 
crossed the border, told the story of 
the flight here. 

“Escobar, accompanied by Topete, 
and another rebel general, flew across 
the border, heavily armed but not 
accompanied by any bodyguard, to at- 
tend a conference with Rodriguez, 
which was arranged by an Americau 
his ranch neur 
Gila Bend,” the rancher said. 

“When the conference ended, Es- 
cobar asked permission to recross the 
border into Baja, California, but w:s 
flatly refused. by Rodriguez. Escobar 
became so angry I thought there was 
going to be trouble. 

“Escobar later, however, appeared 
in the best of Spirit, and* while he 
refused to reveal] his ultimate destina- 
tion, said he would spend some time 
with a friend at a ranch in the 
southwest. He said he intended to 
leave Gila Bend after dark Saturday 
night.” 

The rebel leader told Uhrilaub he 
would claim the protection of the 
United States government by “the 
fame right the kaiser of Germany 
claimed that of Holland at the close 
of the World War.” *

chemical departments of the Ameri- 
can Bemberg and Glanzstoff textile 

lants resumed operations today after 
foiee closed since April 15 by a strike. 

William Kelley, vice president of 
the United! Textile Workers, expressed 
the opinion that “not more than two 
dozen” men had reported for work 
this morning, while no official figures 
were available from the plants. 

Registration of applicants for em- 
rloyment went forward at both Eliza- 
bethton and Johnson City as other 
strikers paraded past the plants as a 
show of union strength. 

Plant officials. announced _ that 
forces would be augmented gradualiv 
as other departments were opened. 
Approximately 5,500 were made idle 
by the strike, the second to be called 
within a space of three weeks. Union 
leaders said its purpose was to “do 
away with blacklists,” they claimed 
the plants were enforcing against un- 
ion members. The companies, how- 
ever denied the workers had any 
grievance. Settlement of the first 
strike, confined to the Glanzstoff 
plant, resulted in an increase in wages 
that brought the seale up to that in 
effect at the Bemberg plant. 

The day passed without any serious 
disorder. Two guards engaged in a 
first fight, but it caused only a brief 
flurry. Early in the afternoon two 
men were arrested. One, officers said, 
refused to obey the order to “move 
on,” but he was released a few. min- 
utes later. The other was charged 
with “picketing and soliciting” and 
was released under $25 bond furnish- 
ed by the union. Officers said he 
was near company headquarters urg- 
ing: men not to return to work.

WITH MOVING TRAIN 


Toronto, May 6.—(#)—The feasi- 
bility of two-way telephone conversa- 
tion between a moving train and a 
stationary point has been demonstrat- 
ed on the Canadian National railway.
